‘VETO MESSAGE 
OF PRESIDENT 
UPON DRY BILL 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—The 
meusage of President Wilson vetoing 
the dry enforcement bil! follows: 

“To the house of representatives: 
I am returning without my signature 
P. R. 6810, ‘an act to prohibit intoxi- 
cating beverages and to regulate the 
manufacture, production, ue¢, and sale 
of high proof spirits for other than 
beverage purposes, and to insure an 
ample supply of alcohol and promote 
its use in scientific research and in 
the development of fuel, dye, and other 


“The subject matter treated in this 
measure deals with two distinct phases 
One part 
of the act under consideration seeks to 
enforce wartime prohibition. The other 
provides for the eriforcement which 
was made necessary by the adoption of 
the constitutional amendment. I ob- 
ject to and cannot approve that part 
of this legislation with reference to 
wartime prohibition. 

“It has‘to do with the enforcement 
of an act which was passed by reason 


whose objecta have been satisfied in 
the demobilization of the army and 
navy and whose repeal I have already 
sought at the hands of congress. 
Where the purposes of particular leg- 
jalation arising out of war emergency 
have been satisfied, sound public pol- 


sity for repeal. 

“It will not be difficult for congress; 
in considering this important matter 
to separate these two questions and 
effectively to legislate regarding them, 
making the proper distinction between 
temporary causes which arose out of 
the wartime emergencies and met 
like the constitutional amendment of 
prohibition, which fs now pert of the 
fundamental law of the country. 

“In all matters having to do with 
the persona! habits and customs of 
large numbers of our people we must 
be certain that the established proc- 
esses of legal change are followed. in

clal.]—President Wilson vetoed the pro- 
hibition enforcement bill this afternoon 
and the house of representatives 
Promptly repassed the measure over 
the veto by a vote of 176 to 55, with 
two members voting “present.” This 
is twenty-one more than the two-thirds 
majority needed for passage.

The researches of Amoss of the Rocke- 

feller institute seemed to prove this last 
point. On the other hand, Flexner, the 
chief of the division in which Amoss 
worked, recommended a nose wash as a 
preventive of infantile paralysis at the 
time of the great New York epidemic of 
that disease. 
Since so many persons believe in and 
‘use nose washes and sprays, and even 
gargies, I will give the camposition of 
some. I trust no one will construe this 
|as meaning that I think they are help- 
ful. 

One of the oldest and most popular of 
the nose washes and gargles is Dobell’s 
solution. It consists of twenty-four 
grains of carbolic acid crystals dissolved 
in a pint of distilled water, to which 
have been added two drachms each of 
borax and bicarbonate of soda and half 
an ounce.of glycerin. This can be used 
as a spray with an atomizer or as a 
douche. 

Another old popular wash is a solution 
made by dissolving Seiler’s tablets in wa- 
ter. In recent years the chloramine 
preparations have come into favor. 

They are related to chloride of lime, 
but are less irritating. Chlorazene, also 
on the market under the name chlora- 
mine, is used in watery solution. As a 
nose and mouth wash al per cent solu- 
tion is strong enough and most people 
would prefer it weaker still. ‘*hlorazene 
is put up in tablet form, each tablet con- 
taining 4.6 grains. One tablet in an 
ounce of water would make a 1 per cent 
solution. It can be used as a spray or as 
a wash.

HOW TO READ THERMOMETER. 


Mrs. D. H. writes: “ Will you please 
explain my fever thermometer? What is 
normal temperature? What are the 
marks called between the numbers? 
Mine has 95 marked, then 100, but be- 
tween the numbers 95 and 96, etc., are 
four small marks. Are they degrees? 
If my temperature was 99 and 2 marks 
how must I read that? I must give a 
report of my temperature to my doctor, 
s0 must have it correct.” 

REPLY. | 

The normal temperature of a person is 98.5. 
Most thermdmeters are marked with longer 
degree marks and shorter marks which show 
fifths of a degree. If the 100 and the 105 
marke are labeled, the longer marks between 
stand for 101, 102, 103, and 104. There is 

- @ special mark or arrow at 98.5, indicating 
the normal temperature. The mercury in 
the column is shaken down to some point 
below 98. The bulb is placed under the 
tongue and the lips are closed. At the end 
of one minute the thermometer is removed 
from thé mouth and the height to which the 
column of mercury has risen is read. This 
is the temperature.
